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AB PURPOSE: To bend at a desired angle not forcibly by compressing a 
heated 

and softened synthetic tube through an elastic component. 
CONSTITUTION: Both ends of a synthetic resin tube P are fixed to 
clamps 2, 

2, a flexible tube 8 being inserted through, and a heating device 7 is 
connected therewith. On the outer peripheral surface of the synthetic 
resin tube P, a flexible heating sheet 9 such as a ribbon heater or 

the 

like is wound around. Hot air is blown into the synthetic resin tube P 
from the heating device 7 through the flexible tube 8, and electric 
current is applied to the heating sheet 9 to heat and soften the 
synthetic 

resin tube P from the inner and outer surfaces of the tube. When a 
thread 

red 3 is projected out by rotating a htiiidle 4, and the outer side 
surface 

of the synthetic resin tube P is compressed by a coir^ressing 
component 6, 

the resin tube P is slowly bent maintaining almost the sectional form 

of 

original tube, since an elastic component 5 such as a coil spring or 

the 

like is installed at one end of the thread rod 3 and compression 
force is 

actuated through the elastic component 5 such as the coil spring or 

the 

like. 
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
